A letter was read from the Pro- 
vincial Government with regard to 
a bounty being paid on Coyotes 
during the summer season, when 
pelts were not in prime, The gov- 
ernment stated they were prepared 
to pay a bounty of $2,00, and asked 
that municipalities pay a bounty of 
$1.50, and that sheep breeders’ as. 
sociations pay an additional amount 
of $1.50 to bring the bounty to $5 00 
After discussing the matter, the 
council decided in favor of paying 
at least $1.50 towards the bounty. 

Mr. C E Reiber appeared before 
the council on behalf of the Agri- 
cultural Society, asking for grants 
toward the expenses of the Fairs 
Grants of $100.00 each were made 
to the Didsbury aod Olds Agricul. 
tural Societies, 

The inclement weather during 
June had prevented the council from 
making a tour of the roads during 
June, and it was decided to make a 
tour of tospection on July 16th, 
weather permitting. After the in- 
spection, a program of road con- 
struction for the summer will be 
decided on 


Two cases under the Farmers’ 
Credit Arrangement Act were re- 
ported and approval was given to 
tax consolidation on two quarter 
sections, on settlement of arrears of 
taxes io full,

business,
